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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 



Upon the Collection of Arms and Armor, European 
and Asiatic, also of Weapons, Ornaments and Imple- 
ments from African, Polynesian, North American 
Indian and Other Tribes, formed by 
the late W. S. Hoyt. 

In these days of strife and warfare the sale of a col- 
lection of ancient arms and weapons is naturally an event 
of interest. It is exceedingly difficult at the present time to 
acquire genuine objects of this kind, and there have been 
extremely few public offerings of this character in recent 
years. This sale therefore presents an opportunity for the 
acquisition of certain pieces and specimens which will prob- 
ably never recur. 

In respect to the quality and merit of the collection as 
a whole there can be no question. It has been known to 
some of the best of the American collectors for a number of 
years. In the years gone by it has been exhibited in part at 
loan expositions. It has been inspected by various experts, 
and in the expressed opinion of one of the greatest authori- 
ties on armor in the world, it contains many "museum 
pieces." While small in quantity it is rich in quality, and 
piece for piece its percentage of genuine worth compares 
favorably with other American collections gathered during 
the same period. It is obviously impossible, in the formation 
of such a collection, to avoid the inclusion of certain inferior 
specimens or of making mistakes as to the genuineness of 
certain pieces or of certain of their component parts. No 
collection of arms and armor can be guaranteed one hundred 



per cent, perfect. Any such claim would immediately cast 
suspicion on each and every article. But with the foregoing 
reservation the present owners are desirous of stating for 
this record their firm belief, based on the advice of the best 
experts obtainable, that the great majority of the specimens 
are of undoubted genuineness and authenticity and that a 
number of the pieces are not only rare, but unique. They 
can also state, of their positive knowledge, that each and 
every article for this sale was acquired many years ago by 
the collector personally and that he made every possible 
effort to exclude everything that was false or specious. 

That part or portion of the collection which includes 
the arms and armor was formed during a period of fifteen 
years from about 1870 to 1885. So far as is known, no 
piece of European or Asiatic armor was added after the 
latter date. Some of his first specimens were acquired by 
Mr. Hoyt during his travels abroad during the early seven- 
ties, while quite a number were purchased by him in New 
York at various auctions, notably at the Cogniat, the Walsh 
and the Bolton Priory sales. The collector's attention is 
especially directed to the cross bows, the guns, the halberds 
and spears, including the unique Cinquadea, the Mussul- 
man stirrup, the Venetian pieces, the coat of mail and other 
specimens of rarity and interest. 

The acquisition of the South Sea Island and other tribal 
weapons and implements covers a longer period. Mr. Hoyt 
began collecting these objects about 1870 and continued to 
add to his collection until about 1895. It is impossible to 
say just how and where the pieces were acquired, as Mr. 
Hoyt left no complete data in that regard, but it is known 
that he picked up the various specimens from time to time 
from many different sources. The history of some of these 
articles is most interesting — for example, according to memo- 



randa left by Mr. Hoyt, the thirty-five Polynesian war clubs 
were a part of the collection made by Herr Godeffroy of 
Hamburg in 1820 and which were afterwards exhibited for 
many years in that city. On the breaking up of the museum 
where they had been placed, the director, Herr Von Krakan, 
was allowed to take a certain portion of the collection in com- 
pensation for his services, the remainder being sold to the 
museum at Leipsic. These particular clubs, here offered, 
are a part of the allotment which fell to Herr Von Krakan. 
Among these specimens is a stone club from New Ireland, 
which it is believed is the largest one of its kind in existence, 
and which was sought to be acquired by the British Museum 
many years ago. The Veddah mask from Ceylon was sent 
by the Ceylon government for exhibition at the Chicago 
World's Fair in 1893. No doubt the history of the other 
pieces would be as interesting if they could all be traced. 

Altogether, these tribal specimens form an attractive 
and valuable collection in themselves. The anthropologist 
and the collector will find many treasures among the shields 
and spears, the necklaces and ornaments, the war-clubs and 
arrows, the pipes and musical instruments.

4>. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays- — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 
of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 



5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Asso- 
ciation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or au- 
thenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of 
any incorrectness, error of catologuing, or any imperfection not 
noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior 
to its sale, after which it is sold "as is" and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot 
correctly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trust- 
worthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly cata- 
logued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued 
or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would 
become responsible for such damage as might result were his 
opinion without proper foundation.

Cuisses 
with genouilleres having elegant cannellated shells, 
well-formed greaves and bear-toe sollerets of nine 
plates. A carefully and elaborately prepared suit, 
probably by the hand of Winkelmeyer of Vienna. 
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
